President Roosevelt and Secretary of State 
Hay have been appealed to by Circuit-At- 
torney Folk ‘to ald.in prevailing .on.the 
Mexican government to pérmit. the seizure 
of the fugitive. 

Gov. Dockery has added his request to 
that of Mr. Folk, The circuit: attorney be- 
lieves that the influence of .the President 
and secretary of state and of Ambassador 
E'owell Clayton, whose request to the Mex- 
ican police brought about Kratz’s arrest, 
will prevail to bring about his return, not 
by formal extradition, but by acquiescence 
in the removal] of the prisoner. 

Once back in St. Louis, Kratz will be 
placed in jail and kept there until his trial. 
Mr. Folk says that any motion for another 
bond in the case will be opposed by him. 

Chief of Police Anaya will receive the 
$800 reward offered for Kratz’s capture in 
case he is returned to St. Louis. His tel- 
egrams have expressed a willingness to go 
as far as possible in aiding the 8t. Louis 
authorities. but he has urged Chief Kiely 
to “act quick.’’ j 

Charles Kratz fied from St. Louts April 
4, a few days after the conviction of 
Councilman Emil A. Meysenburg on a brib- 
ery charge. Kratz, Meysenhurg and J. K 
Murrell. ths last named now a fugitive, were 
indicted by the December grandiury on 
the charge of-bribery in connestion with 
the Suburban bill and the indictments were 
returned into court Feb. 5. 


HELD KEYS TO BOODLE FUND. 

Murrell and Kratz, members respectively 
of the last House of Delegates and Council, 
were charged with holding keys to safe 


deposit vaults containing a corruption fund 
of $135,000. The charge against Meyesenburg 
related to another transaction. but'involved 
Kratz as a go-between. 

During the Meysenburg trial, though 
Kratzs name figured in the statements of 
almost every witness, the former councj}- 
man himself did not testify. 

“Where is Kratz?" one of the attorneys 
for the defense asked in his speech to the

It was found after the bond for- 
feiture had been declared that he had been 
secured against loss by a paper drawn up 
by Kratz before his departure, which named 
Charles Gutke, a former member of the 
House of Delegates, as trustee. 

The present Srendiuty commenced an in- 
vestigation of the clrenmstances attending 
Kratz's escape, and the police board con- 
sidered Mr. Folk’s charge that Detective 
Schmidt had been negligent in allowing him 
to depart. This charge was dismissed at 
the board's last meeting.

The contest between the Mississippi Val- 
ley and Mercantile Trust Cos. to secure con- 
trol of the property of the Wiggins Ferry 
Co. was brought to a partial focus Monday 
morning when Alonzo C, Church issued a 
statement to the effect that the sale of a 
majority of the stock had not been effected, 
and further that the agreement purported 
to have been made by the Mercantile with 
the ferry company stockholders was?’ not 


Mr. Churen holds that when his mother, 
who is said to own practically one-half of 
the Wiggins Ferry Co. stock, was apprised 
that she could receive for it $600 a share, 


she endeavored to get a higher price, but 
that President Scullin ignored the request 
to so notify the purchasers. 


Jones Says Control 
Has Not Passed. 

Vice-President Breckenridge Jones of the 
Mississippi Valley Trust Co. declared to 
the Pecst-Disratch at noon that the control 
of the Wiggins Perry Co. stock had not 
passed. 

““‘We have been advised,”’ he said, ‘‘by the 
most eminent legal counsel in the city that 
none of the Wiggins Ferry stockholders are 
bound by the agreement to sell to the 
Mercantile Trust Co, at $506 a share. 

The figure on the stock named is purely 
an option, which the Mercantile Trust Co. 
obtained and can be withdrawn at any time 
until the final negotiations are closed. We 
are paying $600 a share for the stock.”’ 


Wade Says He Has 
Majority of Stock. 

Festus J. Wade, president of the Mercan- 
tile Trust Co., said: 

“TI still hold that the Mercantile has a 
majority of the Wiggins Ferry stock. We 
have not met, nor will we meet, the price 
offered by the Mississippi Valley Trust Co.., 
namely $609 e share, but will pay $600 and no 
more for all that is. offered. 

“We have bought the controlling interest 
and it is unnecessary for us to raise the 
price already named.”

MINISTRY 1S IN MAJORITY 


French Elections Give It 243 and Op- 
position 158, With 173 Dis- 
tricts Unsettled. 


PARIS, April 28—The minister of the in- 
terior this afternoon made public the re- 
sults of 574 elections, which give the Minis- 
terialists 243 seats, subdivided as follows: 
Republicans, 89; Radicals, 92; Radical So- 
cialists, 41; Socialists, 21. The anti-Minis- 
terialists have 158 seats, subdivided as fol- 
lows: Nationalists, 31; Republicans, @;

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SOL SMITH RUSSELL. 
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& 

WASHINGTON, April 28.—Sol Smith Rus- 
sell, the actor, died here at 2:30 o'clock 
this afternoon. Mr. Russell had been fail- 
ing in health for several years, and his 
death did not surprise his friends. 

About a year ago Mr. Russell was at- 
tacked with aphasia, which finally devel- 
oped into locomoter-ataxia. During the last 
year he has experienced gradual deciine. 
His malady assumed a critical phase sev- 
eral days ago and since that time he has 
been surely sinking. 


A Native of 
Missouri. 

Sol Smith Russell was one of the best 
known comedians on the stage and was the 
originator, if so it may be called, of a class 
of dry humor that is now patterned by so 
many. He got his earty training in stock 
and on the burlésque boards. His first big 
hit as a star was in “Edgewood Folks.’’ 
This was his sole play for several seasons, 
when ‘‘Peaceful Valiey,’’ ‘‘A Poor Relation’”’ 
and ‘‘A Bachelor’s Romance”’ followed in 
rapid-succession. Probably of his late suc- 
cesses ‘“‘A Poor Relation’ has been the most 
pronounced. 

Mr. Russell was a Missourian by birth, 
having been born in Brunswick in 1848. He 
has many kinfolk still living in the state, 
among them a brother in the jewelry busi- 
ness in Kansas City. 

First Recollection 
of Stage Career. 

For the Sunday Post-Dispatch Mr. Rus- 
sell recently wrote the following incidents 
of his stage caréer: 

“My earliest recollection in my connection 
with the stage was the production of ‘The 
Savage of the Rocks of Borneo,’ in a cel- 
lar. I had seen the play at my uncle’s thea- 
ter in St. Louis and attempted a reproduc- 
tion in this underground theater. , 

‘“‘Minstrelsy was a popular form of enter- 
tainment at this time, during the ‘50s, and 
I was instrumental in organizing companies 
among my schoolfellows, and through this 
means had acquired all of the popular songs 
and jokes of the day. Thus equipped Il made 
my first public appearance at about the age 
of 14 at the Defiance Theater, Cairo, IIl., 
in 1862. 

‘My first part was Pit-a-Pat, a negro girl, 
in the play of ‘The Hidden Hand.’ The 
songs I sang between the acts were of a 
patriotic character and adapted to meet the 
current events of the time. Thus, when 
Gen. Grant captured Fort Pillow I sang: 


Fort Piilow, it is taken, 
The rebels, taey are shaken, etc, 

“T adapted the same song to Fort Donel- 
son and Vicksburg, and brought it out with 
redoubled strength when Atlanta was 
taken. 


First Trip 
On the Road. 


“During the latter part of my engage- 
ment at Cairo Il was approached by a man- 
ager familiarly known as “Old Cary,” who 
gave performances with his family and 
some assistance under a tent, 

‘‘He said to me: I like your singing and 
acting pretty well, and you tell a good Yan- 
kee story. Now if you will learn to walk 
the slack wire I can give you $8 a week. 

“With this tempting offer I joined ‘Old 
Cary’ and immediately went into practice 
preparatory to an extended tour through- 
out the state. 

‘There was no misery in those days; Il 
was very happy and hopeful; so when 1 
found myself at 18 as the second low come- 
dian at Ben Ce Bar's Theater in St. Louis 
my true ambition had been largely satis- 
fied. My experience, too, under De Bar 
was the most valuable I had, because it 
brought me into contact with the popular 
stars of the day.”’

Herself From Beating. 


“LAW GIVES HER THE RIGHT” 


JUDGE TUTHILL EXPRESSED 
OPINION IN DIVORCE CASE. 


“T Wish Wives Would Learn to Ap- 
preciate Their Rights of Self- 
Defense and Use Them,” 

He Says. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

CHICAGO, April 28.—Judge Richard S. 
Tuthill has taken up the cudgel in defense 
of wives who are made the daily target for 
their husbands’ fists. He has declared from 
the bench that the wife thus mistreated 
has a right to kill the man she once prom- 
ised to “love, honor and obey.’”’ The judge 


has gone so far as to give the method 
that can be used, and stated that it is no 
more than a woman's duty to her sex and 
to herself for her ‘‘to get a revolver and kiil 
such a brute.’ 

The declaration came while the judge was 
handing down a decision in a divorce case 
brought before him by Mrs. Selma Langan 
against her husband, Edwin J. Langan. 
The testimony brought forth tended to 
show that Langan alternated between beat- 
ing a drum in an orchestra and practicing 
fist play on his wife. The story of the 
wife, corroborated by that of Mrs. E. A. 
Marquette, 76 North Clark street, with 
whom the couple lived, brought a ‘speedy 
granting of the decree. 

‘While I lived with him.”’ said Mrs. Lan- 
gan, “there never was a time that there 
was not some black-and blue mark on my 
body as a sign of his cruelty. Twice he 
shot a revolver at me. Once I had him 
arrested, but on his promise to do better 
I did not prosecute him. Frequently when 
he came home late at night he whipped me, 
ae me out into the hall and locked me 

This story roused the ire of the judge. 
“A woman owes a duty to herself and to 
her sex,"’ he stated, “to get a revolver and 
kill such a brute as this man proved him- 
self to be. If ghe is afraid to do it her 
male relatives ought to do it for her.”’ 

Judge Tuthill was asked today if he was 
sinc: ere in his remarks from the bench. 
| meant every word that I said,’’ he re- 
plied. “‘A wife has‘a perfect right to shoot 
and kill the man who beats her, husband 
though he is. Mrs. Langan is a sweet- 
facea, pretty woman, scarcely more than 
a girl. Sh eswore, and all the evidence 
went to show, that her husband beat with- 
out cause from a short time after they 
were married. When his landlady remon- 
strated with him his excuse was that he 
was drunk and had a vicious temper when 
he was intoxicated. That was a pretty ex- 
cuse! 

“The right of self-defense is the first law 
of nature. It is a statutory law as well. I 
wish wives would learn to appreciate their 
rights of self-defense and would use them, 
tco. If they did there would be a deal less 
wife-beating in the world. If, when a wom- 
an is assaulted by a drunken brute of a 
husband, and cuffed and kicked about like a 
dog, she took a gun and shot him, she would 
be within her rights under the law, and all 
right-minded men would commend her fo" 
her deed. Because a woman is married to 
a man she does. not forfeit her right to 
prote:t herself from him if he proves him- 
seif a brute.’’ 

The remarks of Judge Tuthill 
much comment last night. 

“Killing is rev ear gm, 78 it is inhuman,” said 

the Rev. Joseph ilburn. pastor of the 
Plymouth Congregational Church. “It is 
nonsense coming from a man on the bench. 
Such a statement is apt to have wide con- 
sequences and should never have been 
made.-. It appeals to the animal, nat to 
the better nature. I am appalled at it and 
could hardly believe it when I read the 
report. Men and women who break the 
law should be handled by the law. What 
are our courts for? What are our laws for’ 
A man and woman always have the right 
of self-defense; it is @ moral and a stat- 
utory law.’ 
The views of the judge were upheld by 
the Rev. Myron W. Haynes of the Belden 
Avenue Baptist Church so far as the at- 
tack on the woman by her itnhuman hus- 
band threatens death, but no further. 
“The law of self-defense applies to a 
woman as well as to a man,” he remarked, 
‘“‘but unless the attack on the wife war- 
ranted death and a deadly attack in reply, 
I do not believe the use of a revolver is 
warranted. I cannot agree with those who 
say itis. “Thou shalt not kill.’ 
: What is right for a man is right for a 
woman,’ remarked Jenkin Lloyd Jones, 
pastor of All Souls’ Church. ‘‘Matrimony 
does not prevent this holding good. A man 
has no right to beat his wife, neither has a 
woman a right to kill her husband. Simply 
a beating, or many beatings by the husband 
does not warrant death, and if such was 
the case in the suit Judge Tuthill has just 
decided I think he has gone too far. The 
wife always has plenty of redress.”’ 


SPLEEN OF GREAT SIZE 


Autopsy Reveals One a Foot and a 
Half Long and Six Inches 
Thick. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

CINCINNATI, O., April 28.—An autopsy 
performed upon John Dexter, who died of 
a mysterious ailment, has revealed the re- 


markable fact that his death was caused 
by enlargement of the spleen from a nor- 
mal sizes of five and one-half inches long, 
two and a half inches wide and one inch 
thick to the unheard of size of 18 inches 
long, six inches thick and four inches wide. 

It was found that the spleen had forced 
its way up into the chest cavity, almost dis- 

lacing the heart and pressing in upon the 
fort lung. The left side of Dexter's chest 

was two and a half inches larger than 
the right. The spleen was covered with ab- 
cesses, one of which had burst and caused 
the young man’s death. This enlargement 
of the spleen to more than three times its 
normal size has never before been known 
in the history of medical science. 

Young Dexter was a-resident of Colum- 
bia, Tenn., and died on - ril 10 at the Galt 
House in this city. A difference of opin- 
ion with regard to the cause of death re- 
sulted in a post-mortem examination, the 
results of which have just made 
known. ‘‘Mr. Dexter's ailment,"’

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STREET RAILWAY LEGISLATION 


It is gratifying to nofe in his interview w®h the Sunday Post- 
Dispatch that Capt. Hodges of the Council has changed his 
attitude with reference to street railway tegislation and has 
applied himself to the task of framing effective regulations. 
This work is more becoming to the public officer and more in 
keeping with Capt. Hodges’ previous record than that of finding 
excuses for the bad service of the St. Louis Transit Co. 

The outtine of the legislation proposed by the councilman con- 
tains excelient suggestions. The points which he expects to 
embody in the new ordinance include: 

A schedule for the running of cars which will give the public 
sufficient accommodation. 

Iiolding the officers instead of the employes of the companies 
responsible for the failure to give good service and for viola- 
tions of the ordinances. 

The creation of a new public office charged with the special 
duty of enforcing the street railway regulations and instituting 
the prosecutions of delinquents. 

The substitution of a tax graduated by the number of passen- 
gers carried, for the present license tax on cars, which is in 
reality a penalty for increasing the number of cars and thus 
discourages good service. Perhaps it would be wise to reduce 
thie tax when trips are increased and increase it when trips are 
reduced. 

Forbidding the practice of making passengers change cars 
before the trip of the car is completed. 

Requiring cars to check their speed when passing other cars, 


receiving or unloading passengers on the corners. 

Other regulations will require the frequent cleaning of cars 
and will control the transfer system. 

These are the. main points, with the exception of the special 
publie officer, which have been urged by the Post-Dispatch as es- 
sential to an effcetive street railway ordinance. If the regula- 
tions are carefully drawn up and enforced, they should result in 
a greatly improved service. They will, at least, form a sound 
basis of intelligent experiment upon which improvements may be 
grafted as experience shows their need.
